Is Not BeaUy Ne.d»d. 


In this age of improved aod late in- 


Tented farm implements the agrNral- 
toriat ifl often oonfosed and perplexed 
by the great number and variety that 
are constantly brought to bh attention. 
Every fair ground is filled with tbe 
products of our inrentive age. He »ee« 
there hundreds of these labor saying 
creations, going through all possible 
evolutions and motions that render our 
mechanisms the wonder of the world. 
He is astonished, gratified, bewildered, 
and above all filled with the desire oj 
possession 
Such a display of labor- 


saving devices must certainly rouse 
such feelings in those of even the most 
sluggish blood. 
Is it any wonder that 


the labor-burdened farmer is filled with 
the denire to possess? 
He would be a 


poor apology for a man, indeed, who 
would not feel inclined to possess these 
things that have been perfected for his 
use. Every agricultural paper that he 
picks up is flowing with notices, recom- 
mendations, and 
advertisements of 


farm machinery; his neighbors are in- 
vesting right and left, is there not too 
some danger that he will be carried 
away by the popular enthusiasm, and 
led into expenditures that his circum- 
stances and means will not warrant? 
I am positive from my own observa- 
tion that such is often the case. 


The man who tills a large farm of 


smooth and well-tilled land, and who 
follows a system of general or mixed 
farming, will certainly find the use of 
all these 
meritorious 
implements 


needed m his various branches of work 
most economical and profitable. The 
large outlay necessary to procure this 
varied outfit will surely and quickly ba 
compensated for in the decreased ex- 
penditures for hand labor. The prompt 
accomplishment of bis work at the 
proper season n also a powerful argu- 
ment in favor ot thte investment. It is 
not a matter of doubt or uncertainty 
with him. 


But with tbe fanner upon a small 


farm, or upon a farm not well adapted 
to the use of machinery, owing to its 
rough, uneven Rurf ace, th* case is qaite 
different. 
He is on debatable ground. 


The product of his farm will hardly 
warrant him in the purchase of an ex- 
pensive outfit; and th« disadvantage! 
of operating without these implements 
ie too apparent to allow him to rest 
easy nnder the old hand labor system. 
He must compete with the large farmer 
in a common market, when perhaps 
his produce baa cost him a third more 
than the large farmer's cost him. 


We will take small grain for illustra- 


tion. 
Every one knows that the mar- 


gin oi profit in HB production is small 
indeed, even where the cost of produc- 
tion is reduced to its minimum through 
the aid of the implements designed for 
the greater facility of handling these 
crops. Yet the man who raises but a 
few acres and follows the old hand 
methods of sowing and harvesting is 
obliged to sell his grain at the 
same price that is given his compet- 
itor who has all the advantages that 
arise from the use of the latest im- 
proved machinery. 


It is often a hard matter for tie 


farmer to determine whether the area 
and quality ot his grain lands will war- 
rant him buying a self-binder. 
Some 


men attempt to lay down definite rules 
that may guide the farmer here, but I 
do not think it possible or practicable 
to draw an imdeviating fine. We may 
say in a general way that about so 
many acres are necessary to render the 
investment a profitable one, and it may 
seem quite a plausible lay out 


But it 
IB by no means infallible. 


There are other things that must be 
taken into consideration If the farmer 
has boy« who are able to bind behind 
the reaper, or who can change with 
some more fortunate neighbor who haa 
a machine, he may often find it to his 
interest to do this rather than to buy 
outright And it often is the ease that 
men owning machines in the neighbor- 
hood can be hired by the day or paid 
by flie aere for harvesting tbe crop 
upon terms that make such method 
cheaper than owning and operating Ma 
own machines. 


The wily-tongued agent who finds 


the farmer upon the debatable ground 
before referred to, is quite apt to tip 
the beam in favor of a purchase—too 
often to tbe farmer's future embarrass- 
ment. He ie offered any reasonable 
amount of time in which to pay, and 
farmers are often urged into buying 
what they do not really need, or will 
find profitable, because they can have 
time. They fail to get the goods al 
bottom prices, in this kind of a deal, 
and they burden themselves with inter- 
est and debt. The prices of machinery 
aro constantly lowering. Better hire 
for another year or two, until able to 
buy and pay cash — W. JD Boynton, in 
W'istern Plowman.

It 
has been stated tbat a very considera- 
ble portion of the cases of deafness 
which come under surgical treatment 
are the results of cold or damp feet, and 
it has also been affirmed that to the 
same cause IB traceable much of the 
sickness and disease, not merely among 
the laboring: classes, but also thpsa 
occupying a gupenor station in life. 
Much of the disease in the field of bat- 
tle is owing to the wretched manner 
in which the troops are shod. Not on- 
ly are they upeedily made footsore and 
weary, but their frames become so weak- 
ened by chills and shivering fits that 
they are unable to resist even the mild- 
est attacks of disease. An eye-witness 
in a conflict in which the Turks ware 
defeated says that nothing could b« 
more suggestive than the eagernesi 
with which the victorious Russian! 
possessed themselves of the shoes ol 
the slaughtered Moslems. It U aston- 
ishing how rapidly a pair of shoes wear 
out daring a campaign conducted in 
unfavorable weather.

house some weeks Before by a man who 
said it was to be used tor melting mate- 
rial used in the manufacture 
of bombs. 


Engel said lie told'the man It could be 
used for no such purpose in> his house. 
The man placed it In tie basement, how- 
ever, and went away* 


The crucible was brought into court 


and created considerable of a sensation. 
It stood about three feet high on three 
scrap-iron legs, and three-or four inches 
from its bottom -was a "sTnall outlet 
through a spout. The apparatus did not 
look-as though it had ever been exposed 
to sufficient lieat to melt lead. The 
crucible was closely inspected by the de- 
fense, aud Inspector Jolm Bonfleld was 
called. He said the crucible had been 
brought to him from Bngel's house. 


"You have worked at the trade of ma- 


chinist, have you not?" asked the State's 
attorney. 


"Yes, sir."

use the apparatus like that before you 
can liu pat." 


The objections of tho ilelense were

The cross-examination was bhort and 


did ,not a£fect the testimony, though tlie 
'defense plainly intended that the jury 
should see in the witness only the lannly 
tlnsjnith of Engel, who hud made him a 
harmless cylinder of sheet-iron which 
might be used for a dozen ordinary pur- 
poses.

The next witness was OQlcei Herman 


Schuttlcr. He told a grilling story of 
his arrest of Lingir, and fdentided a trunk 
marked "L. L.," which, with its contents, 
was found at the house where Llnge was 
arrested. Among the contents nere a, 
large navy revolver, tin iron ladle and 
other iron" implements. The witness tes- 
tified that when ho opened the mink he 
fonncl In it, besides the articles men- 
tioned, o bomb, which he turned over to 
Captain Schaack. 


The bomb, which hail been unloaded-, 


wus brought into tourl/ and identified. 
All this appeared to interest Lings deep- 
ly, and when the witness recounted the 
details of his terrible .%tni£™!e with the 
muscular Anarchist, Linijg's handsome 
face took on tlic devilish look which it 
Invariably Assumes when his connection 
with the'trial is made prominent.

In the 
exercise of my discretion, therefore, as 
to the matters upon which the present 
appropriation shall be spent, I shall have 
no hesitation obligating the present ap- 
propriation for the purchase of

armor and gun forcings if the same

But in any other event I shall await the 
future action and future appropriations 
of Congress. The bidding can not take 
place before another Congress shall be in 
session. 
It is unbusinesslike not lo 


utilize tbe present necessary purchases 
to encourage the establishment of the 
required plant in this country, and 1 am 
quite aware that this was the expectation 
of the majority of the House naval com- 
mittee, by whom the bill was framed. 


The Oleomargarine Bill Constitutional.

General has returned the Oleomargarine 
bill to the President with his opinion, in 
which it is understood that he declares 
the bill is constitutional, and that the 
President should be governed in approv.

EDS. REPDBWOAN :—For several weeks 


past oar city papers bare published state- 
ments of the fact, and criticisms thereof, 
that the I, D. & 8. B'y Co. u desirous ot 
acquiring tbe right ot way over Oerro 
Qordo street, and to induce the people 
interested to grant this privilege it is 
urged that that company mast either be 
given this right ot way or it will be com- 
pelled to build its road around Decatnr 
and leave us on a "spur" of ito Hue. 
These seem to be grave and oppulluig 
stetri ot slim™. Our people, and espe- 
cially their representatives, have always 
been easily beguiled by alurmmg preten- 
ses into yielding up the rights ol the pub- 
lic lo rSoLitjd cruumzutiuuB, It u now 
time that u protest be uiatle by tho peo- 
ple uueii they are about to be BUOIU ol 
go valuable a light as the one now ueked 
upou so transparent a pretext as the one 
now put forth. 


Tue Jayiug of a railroad track and tuin- 


ouis on Oerro Qordo street would forever 
iii'.u that useful highway for (ravel; it 
would tfietitly injure and depreciate prop- 
erty norib ot Cerro Qordo street because 
of the additional danger aud inconve- 
nience that Biioh an arrangement would 
oriug to the people residing north of that 
Btseet. 


What ia the trouble and where is the 


remedy? The trouble is that the I, D. 


S. B'y Co. is trying to obtain a valua- 


ble right without giving an adequate com- 
pensation therefor. They ongbt not be 
given Oerro Qordo street under any cir- 
cumstances, because it ie not necessary. 
Ihe remedy is : Let the I., D. * S. B'y 
condemn a right of way along the south 
side of the W., St. L, & P. tight of way 
as the law provides. 
lu a similar oaee decided in onr Su- 


preme Court in 1881, between the L. B 
& M, S. B'y and the 0. & W, I. B'y, where 
the latter company sought to obtain the 
right of way diagonally across two blocks 
of the former's right of way in the city of 
Chicago, upon which the former compa- 
ny had 3,500 oara and 100 engines pass 
over daily, the court decided taut such a 
condemnation was legal. The W abash 
road does not do more thua one-fourth 
of that amount of boemes.s aver their 
right of way in this city, and there is no 
good reason to be urged why U and the 
L, D. & S. K'y oannol both have their 
several tracks upon tho capacious right 
of way of the former. The W abash would 
no donbt strenuously contest this con- 
demnation by the 1., I). & H.; but tout 
they would bo compelled to surrender to 
tbe latter a right ot way (if the business 
of both can be done upou it, which it cer- 
tainly can) there is no question. Tnere 
are light of ways through our larger 
cities upon which there is done at least 
;eu times the amount of business that 
will be jointly done by the companies re- 
ferred to. 


That it will cost the I., D. & 8. B'y Co. 


more money to obtain a right of way over 
the Wabash right of way is no good rea- 
son why Oerro Qordo street should be 
ruined and so large u portion of our city 
injured.

He was a stubborn man, and 
bis repeated refusals to tell so angered 
the robber Hint he out the throat ot UIB 
helpless victim and returned to the house. 
Wheu he told fits companion what he had 
done m his anger, then it was the fate ot 
che boya was uealed. 1'hey were led into 
the weeJB where found, and sacrificed ia 
order Miut ttieir mouths would be forever 
closed. '1'ne person that made the gags 
can be had, aud this detective claims will 
tell all when forced on to the witness 
s'r.Dtl, Be uas succeeded in accumulat- 
ing a masa of testimony which will leave 
little doubt but wnat he has been shad- 
owing tbe guilty parties. "Time will tell 
all," says tie wnen pressed to give addi. 
tioual information. 


A Property Owner Speaks. 


DBOATUB, ILL., July S9th, 1866, 


MESSRS. EDITORS-—I have been watching 


with a great deal of interest the oourue ot 
affairs in regard to the paving of our streets. 
The first ordinance passed, I believe, was for 
the paving of North Main street to the Wa- 
bash B. K., and Cerro Qordo from North Main 
to the depot; there were other streets ordered 
to be paved-Nortb Water and Bast Main, 
from a certain point to Franklin, tbenoe by 
several streets to the depot. The work Is 
done on North Main to the Wabash B. B., and 
for some reason the forces are called off to 
work at some other unimportant point. Why? 
Ostensibly in the Interest of the I., D. & S. 
railroad. But, as I and many others think, in 
the interest of the property owners on North 
Water and vicinity.

I have heard this argu- 
ment made to the owners of property on Cerro 
Qordo street- Tbat it would enhance the value 
of their property fifty to one hundred per 
cent, for the reason that warehouses, manu- 
facturing establishments 
and 
wholesale 


houses would spring up all along the street, 
from one end to the other. They may deceive 
a few simple, unthinking people with this 
stuff, but not those who think and observe for 
themselves. 


Where are the warehouses, manufacturing 


establishments, wholesale houses along the 1, 
0. S.. It., the Wabash or any other R. R. run- 
ning through this or any other city? Jjook at 
Springfield I What is the character of the 
houses along tho line of the great Wabasb ? 
Bawdy houses, saloons and rookeries of all 
kinds from one end to the other, I tell you, 
if tho work ordered to be dona ts not carried 
out in good faith tbcre will be stirred up the 
greatest stink tbat has ever been unearthed 
In this city. More people are watching the 
movements of a few who are manipulating 
tbeee schemes than they are aware of. To be 
plain, tho scheme Is and was with some—not 
all—from the first, to pave North Main and 
give no connection from it to the depot, either 
along the line of Corro Gordo street, or any 
other, but to pave North Water to North, and 
along North to Franklin, and pave North 
Franklin and some other street till the depot 
waa reached. Tbe object being to compel 
the travel along tbe line of business property 
on Water street, and ot course take away the 
travel tbat legitimately belongs to N. Xaln, 
and thereby make the great expenditure 
wblcb tho property owners on said street have 
been to almost useless. There oug-ht not to be 
any jealousy existing between different por- 
tions of tho city, but unfortunately there la 
and baa been for a giant many years. Let ui 
have a fair deal—no put up Job nor stocked 
cards.

(J-rant was a second lieutenant then, 
A6e Lincoln was a poor Illineis lawyei, Jeff 
Davis was, I think, secretary of state at the 
time his land wan ant was granted, and Te- 
euinseh Sherman was a suboi dinate ofllcer of 
the aimy with not the best of piospects

Lfeicoln's claim is written in his own hand- 
writing, and he received his land wai rant for 
his services ill the Black Hawk war 
Robert 


E Lee, who was then at Wobt Point, received 
1(10 acres of land for his services 111 the Mex- 
ican wai, and I saw also the papers of Gen. 
Scott asking for bounty lands foi his services 
in1 the wai- of 1813. 


The i evolutionary relics of the pension
